Sir Dennistoun Burney’s 
Forecast, : 


Commander Sir C, Dennistoun

United Service Institution, White- 
hall, recently, on “The Influence of 
Aircraft on Sea Power,” contend- 
ed that in future ‘Great Britain 
would require a larger instead of a 
smaller Navy is she were to main- 
tain aw sea strength adequate to re- 
quirements of Imperial defence. . 

But by reason of the limitations 
Of internationzl ayreements and 
because we could not at present 
afford it a larger Navy was out 
of the question. The Navy, there-

for assistance, Air power had not 
destroyed the, utility of navies, 
but was forcing into being a new 
type of Navy ef. which aircraft 
would be an indispensable part. 

Forecasting the type of aircraft 
which would, play an important 


part in.warfare and merchandise 
in 10 or 15 years’ time.. Sir: Den- 
nistoun Burney said there would 
possibly be a rigid aircraft capable 
of a cruising speed of 90 miles an 
hour ‘and of carrying a pay load, 
exclusive of crew and fuel, of 50 
tons, with a range of between 
5,000 and 7,000 miles, and probab- 
ly three ‘times that range at a 
cruising speed of 60 miles anhour,

It fs probable ‘that in the near 
future a. Credit’ Cd-operative 
Society to assist farmers in the 
New Territories will be formed. 

It will be recalled that at ‘a 
recent meeting of the New Ter-

perimental Farm at Sheungshni, 
Mr. J. A. Fraser, District Officer 
and Viec Chairman of the organi-

the Rev. H. R. Wells, Messrs. 
Fung Ki-cheuk, H. B, L,.Dowbig-

Fung and J. L, McPherson were 
‘appointed a Committee to con- 
sider the formation’ of a Credit 
Co-operative Society. | 

Several plans were submitted 
and ‘eventually 
approved one put forward ‘by 
Mr. Fung Ki-chenk, which was 
-outlined at a meeting held at the 
office of Mr. H. B. L. Dowbiggin. 
‘The scheme will eventually be 
put before the monthly meeting 
of the General Committee to be 
held at the Experimental Farm 
for approval. 


The credit co-operative scheme

feasible and beneficial to the 
farmers in the New Territories 
it will gradually be expandel to 
cover wider territory; When the 
project is put into operation, it 
will’ probably come under the 
control of a Central Board, the 
Chairman, of which will be Mr. 
E. I. Wynne-Jones, the District 
Officer. Sir Robert Ho'Tung and 
one other will be invited to assist, 
together with \six village elders 
representing the various districts

payment of $17 -on the dst! year 
shull be. regarded as + the 
equivalent of $20 per share in 
five years.) : . 


3, The money collected by this 
Society annually shall be lent to 
the reliable farmers for agricul- 
tural purposes and interest will 
be charged at the rate of 10 per 
cent, per annum. From the first 
to filth year, the interest 80 
collected shall be accumulated 
annually, and will .be used for 
repaying the shareholders after 
the first drawing on the 6th year 
until such time when the Society 
is ended. . ° 


drawing repayment to sharehold- 
ers annually from the 6th to 15th 
yeir, during each year of which, 
50 shares will be paid off, and 
during the 5 years, from the 16th 
to 20th year, 100 shares will be 
paid off annually. 


&, The principal 
share repayable to the sharehold- 
ers, commencing from the 6th 
year, will bear interest .at $1 per 
share, {.e. $21 per share.

All fruit is beneficial to our bodily 
welfare, but the maximum impro-. 
vement in health results only from 
its‘ intelligent ‘inclusion in the diet 
ary; its: haphazard or indiscrimin- 
ate consumption can be attended 
with various unpleasant symptoms 
in which digestive disturbances are 
often prominent. 


Fruits are divided intg two 
classes, the highly acid and the 
subacid varieties, The strongly 
acid type, such as apples, oranges, 
grape-fruit and lemons, exert an 
intensely purifying action on the 
blood but must be handled with a 
corresponding degree of circumspec- 
tion. The subacid variety, which 
includes prunes, figs, dates, raisins, 
bananas, and tomatoes, is free from
